Part L—Administrative. 

1. The main works of eonfierration carried out in the Northerii Circle re* CauMmKcn. 
kled to the Mughal jtakces in the Porte of A^raj Delhi and Ikhore. That on 
Ahbar’s palace in the Agra Port now approaches oompletion. The other huild- 

ings here M/hich received, special attention were the Anguri Ba^ the Ainiir 
Singh GatCj the Chitorl Gate and the Mott Masjid. In the Delhi Fort also the 
improvement of the historical buildings is being carried on sysiematloalJy. 

The whole group of the palace bnihlings of Shah Jalian has been fenced off 
and the resuscitation of the main palace gardeuj Hajat Ba jrhg ji, ]iua made 
constant progress, the ancient wuttsrcliamiels and cause ways having been com¬ 
pletely restored. Among cither buildings at Delhi, I must mention the Tomb 
of Humaynn where the watcrchanncls in the garden were repaired, the KMrki 
Masjid. the repairs on which wore completed, and the Moth ki Masjid on which 
some prehiamury repairs were carried out. In the Lahore Port material 
progress is hindered by the fact that the oldest portion of the Mughal palace La 
st^ being occupied for utilitarian purposes. It is gratifying to record that in 
November 1009 a Oonuntttee of Military experts mot at Lahore to consider the 
feasibility of roagning certain buildings in the Port f»i; oonservatiem as anden 
monumente, Mr. R. Proude Tucker, the AachoeologiciLl Suivoyor, Noirthcra 
Circle, being present. lu theTiBEfe^f the-^^r Mr. Tucker examined the 
Diw'an-l-'am in the Lahore Fort with iuterosting results. Othm- ancient monu¬ 
mente near Lahore which received attention are the garden of Jahangir’s Tomb 
at Shnhdara w'ith the adjoining Sarai and the Tomb of Nur JahAn and also the 
S l i nlimAr Gardens. For particulars I may refer to Mr. Tuckcr'a Progress 
Report. Among Hindu monuments in the Kurthem Circle I must mentioii the 
ancient brack temple at Bhito^don in the Cawnjaore district which was repaired 
at a cost of B1,1D6. 

2, In the Western Circle the work of conservation has been very oon- 
sideruhle comprising not Jess than sUty-six items in the Bombay Pcesidoncy 
alone. The Mst puhHshocI by Mr. Ckiusens in his Progress Report oomprisea 
Buddliist, Brahmanical, Moslem and Ohriatian monumente. Extensive repairs 
were carried out on the well-known Brahmanical cave temples of Elephanta. 

The Buddhist caves at Nasik also received due attention, and Likewise the 
Hindu temples at Gadag. Among Muhammadan momimcnte those at Ahmad- 
alrnd and Bijipur rank prominently. At Sarkbej near the former place the 
Harem, the ruined palace and the mosques of Malik Ittun-nl-Mulk and of Sayyid 
Usmdn were preservod. The buildings at Bijdpur on which repaira were carried 
out are the Jal Mnndic, tho Slahal, the Ibrahim Rauza {rebuilding roof 
i& Mezzanine OaUoTy) and some minor edifices. Finally I mention the old 
Portuguese Eort at Eevadonda, Kolaba District. 






3. it isi ^tifying to note Uiat in tho Ilyderabad State special attention is 

being paid to the pTcsermtion of ancient buildiiugs. The Nizam’s GoTernmont 
has uliOHTi its enii^tened interest in the matter hy extending fcbetr care imth 
to Moslem and pre-Mofdem monumentii. At the instance of Lord Min to the 
Testoration of thu Tower of Vtctoiy at Baulaiabid has been nndertaken at an esti¬ 
mated cost of &13,910. At Anratigahad tlmt of the so-ealleil Elhl ha Maqlidimh 
(t.e., the Mausolexmi of Unbia-nd-DanTam, lUe wife of Auianaeb) has likewise 
been taken in hand, the coat being estimated at A similar amount is 

proposed to lie spent on the Meuque of GuLbiirgah. For repfiirs to the well- 
known co?e temples of EUora a Eum of was sanctionicd and the ivork 

reported to be in progress. For the not loss Tamo its caves at Ajaata an ost i- 
mate of B13«919 has bcua preparetL Whereas tho Nizam’s Government is thus 
displaying a uingular activity and liberality in the preservation of oaiional 
monuments, the States of Continl India and Eajputana have shown UtOe zeal 
in this mjitU’r. No works of any importance were carried out vidth. the only 
exception of that of preserving the temples at Khajurabo in the Chattarpur 
State of Bundelkhand which is in tak in g oonst^tnt progress under the able 
superintendence of Mr. R. A. Manly, No leasa timn ton temples wore repaired 
at a cost of Rl9,95Gt supplied by tho Government of India, 

4. In the ISastem Ciicle the works of conservation number not less than 105 
cases, tho great majority of which (6t) relate to buildings in Western Ren gal. 
Sere also the monuments repaired are both numerous and varied in their char¬ 
acter. The work of clearing the sand from the compound of Llie Black Pagoda 
at Koniirak in Orissa was oontiunjuiL Measures were taken for the protection 
of the Mamyii Mn- th at Bajgir, the ancient Kijng^iha, in thO Gaya districL 
The two Aiukn capitals of Rimporva in the Champdran district were removed 
to the Calcutta Museum. The repairs on the Dargalt of Makhdum ^ah and the 
conservation works on the tank south of the Dargab- were continmsiL An olajlisk 
was erected on the battleliold of Plaisscy, The most important works in Assam 
rdated to the temple of Hayagrlva at Hujo in the Kfimrup district, tho two 
temples on tho north hank of Jay^ar near Sibsagar and the BLsImndok' 
temple in the same division. In Eastern Bengai tiio work of preservation on the 
Mosque of Kusumhha was hToughl to oom plot ion. In tho ContriU Pnivinces 
two important works were carried out in the Bilafqmr district, namely, the 
restorotiem of the two Hindu temples at Janjgii which was completed, and tlie 
repairs to the Mah^^ Temple at PMi The re-building of tlie walis of the Siva 
teinide at Deo Baloda, the repairs to the Jami‘ Maajid and some other monu- 
menta at BorhSnpur wore likewise brounht to completion. 

5. As regards oonserration in the Son them Circle, attention centres in the 
important group of partly ruined buildlogs at Hanipu tho ancient Vljayanagar, 
which, though not among the oldest monuments of the Deccan, poEsefis snch 
unique interest for the history of RoutUem India during the 14th and 15th cenlu- 
ries. A sum of nearly R8,000 was spent on the Vijayanagar buildings in the 
year under Teriew. Other impirtant works in this circle wore tin; pivservatiim 
of the rook fort at Gooty in the Anantapur district and repairs to the Gandi- 
kota temple in the Cndtlnpah district. Measures were also taken to preserve 
the nnoient Fort wall of Georgetown at Madras. Tho number of works of pm- 
sorvation in the Southern Circle comes to sixty-four. In Burma Um chief works 
of conservation concerned the Mandalay palace, tlie spire of which was rehuilt, 
and'the monuments of Pagan. In the Frontier Oirclethe work of conserving 
the Buddhist site nt TakbLi'Lhhi was continued and oonaiderable progress made 
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Pot fnrtlier [tarticuJars I may rcfci to tlu; progress reports of tbe rospcctire 
circles. 

6. It was pointed ont in Inst year’s Heport tliat with regard to tlie applu^tion 

of the Ancient Mtnmniente Presarratlon Act Ihopo usists a oooaidcrablt) diver- Act. 

^nce of opinion, and consequently a great variance of action in the dijfervnt 
provinces. In the matter of declaring ancient monumenh; prateektd, llie Act 
is oortamly nowliero ijetter understood and applied with greater siiocess than in 
the lionibay PrcBidency. ffere no less than 105 mon aments w^re declared 
protected, including the Buddhist SlQpn at Alirpur ^as in Sind, tlie FandO 
l>ma caves at Nosik and the old Diitcli Factory at Vengurla in the Itaimu'iri 
district. In the Xortliera Circle the progress has been much slower. la the 
Panjah twenty-four Braliinanical and Buddhist buildings were declared protec¬ 
ted by notification of 9th December 1900, the proiKjsal having been mitde by the 
Sup^n'inteTulent on the 9th March 190", It appfiats that the dulay in giving 
effuct to the proposal was partly dne to object ions xaised hy ilistrlet ofheors. 

Another difficulty is the circumstance that several of tiie nKmumciits in question 
are not distinct Iiuilding^ but ancient sitcH. It is, however, evident that protec¬ 
tion. of the bitter against the deprcdatiqui? of treasure soukor'S is often even more 
wanted than tluit of a^ell-preserved and woll-.lefliijcd monuments. In the Paujdb 
not a single Mulmiuniadan monmueat %ra5 declared prutoctc!d in the course of 
the year In the Dnited Provinces the anmbct of biiiidlngs which were declared 
protected was not mon? than four. But the ArchKological Snrvoyor has nujde 
proposals with regard to twenty-tlufco Muhamiimdan. moiiumenlsin the Panjab, 
fioveu in the Pnitod Provinces and one in Ajmtx. It appears that ia.f?ach and every 
case the prbposal emanated from the Areha^ological Officer. In the Frontier Circle 
the ancient site of Taxlla situated in the nazara district ivae declared proleoted. 

In Burma twenty-one monmneuts were declared protected and in Bengal eight. 

In Burma section 18 (1) of the Act prolilbiting the removal of sculptiu’cs, 
inscriptions and other autiquitics from certaiiL areas W'as applied to not less 
thau twenty eight locfditie!*, 

7. A new scheme has been framed for the listing of ancient monumunts tMing 

in the Panjab. The iiMposed list will contiiin every monument, aneient site, * 

or other archmological relic with a full account of their history and the legends 
connected anth them, their arclneological and artistic features, their injscrq>- 

tious, their present condition and the measures uccessary to secure their safety. 

Tin? monmuenta ivlll be dealt with according to their geographical distrihutioa 
and an archsTologioal mu]? of each district will he added with full bibliogm- 
phical toferences, photographic iUubtrations and a complete index. Besides 
giving a full account of each individual munuinont. It it proposed also to 
preface the volumes with general chapters dealing i^sftpectively with ihe liistoiy^ 
topography, art, arehitceture and numismancs of the province and thus to 
make tlie work a copiplcte compendium of all branchi?s of archa?oli^y. In 
Bajputnua Mr. Bhandarkar has been, able to devote most of his time to the 
listing of moDumeaU, with the result that constant progress has been iimde. 

The Rtates in wiiich mutiTrlals for tin? pFf)|>oscd list ha ve I icon collected in the 
year under review are Jaipur atul Jodhpur. In Burma Mr. Taw Sein Kc 
prepared Usts of ancient monuments and histexical sites for the Maiidnlay and 
8aga{ng Dlvisjons. Deacripiive lists of monumentB am badly wanted for 
Central India and the N<irtb-Wtait Frontier Province, both territories particularly 
. rich in aicincological remains. For all other provJiLccs more or less complete and 
accurate lists exist, but they require constantly to be revised andi'upplcmuntod.

fccorded is the passing of the Indian Museum Aet on the IStb March 1310, in 
section 2(1) (a) of which it has btren laid down that the DiroctOP General of 
ArchiEolagy will be one of the Trustoi^K of the Mtisoum. How far this mensuro 
will tend to remedy the lorn? nq'Ieet, from which the arehuralogical section has 
Buffeml, uill iargidy depend on the spcdal staff of experts wliich the Director 
General will be able to employ on museum work. As a preHminary meiiRure 
the Government have sanctioned the appointment of an Intlinu Asaoitant 
Sujjerintendent, on the understanding lliat the Director General should he at 
liberty to depute (nther him or any other tncmher of his staff for work in the 
Calcutta Museum. 

fl. In the United Provincea the y^ under review has been one of singular 
progress with regard to mnsenm administration. It has been decided by the 
liocal Govemment that the Provincial MuRcum* Lucknow, wbirJi was hitherto 
housed in two of the Oudh palace hnlldingB. ill-suited for the purposes of a 
museum, will be transferred to a mote spneious and eultahle fxlilico in the 
Kaisar Bagh, up to recently occupied by tbe Canning College and purchased 
by the Local Govenunent for the sum of B2.10,000. The Archawlogical 
Department has been consulted on the manner in which the difforemt Boctiona 
could be best distributed over this building. The new museum at Sarndth is 
now nearly completed, escept for some decorative details, As soon ns the inner 
fittings are finished, it will be possible to remove the sculptures and inscriptionK 
into the new building, aomo repairs have been carried out to the Municipal 
iluscum at Muttra (Mathura), so as to provide more space and light. The coat 
of these repairs had Ixsen estimated at Ht.OOO, to wliicb file Govemment of India 
contributed a grant of ft2.0fl0 on Oie understanding that an equal sum should 
lui found locally. But after the sum of H3,00() granted by the Government 
of India had been spent, the Municipal Board of Muttm declared themHelvcs 
unable to provide the tcmaindeir, so that a considerable part of the proposed 
work had to be abandoned. Here I may also mention that die Truatees of the 
M. A, 0. College at Aligarh inteoil estahiisbing a muHOum at ihat place. 

10. in the matter of untiquaTum ooUoetiouR the Bombay President does 
not occupy as prominent a phme ns in other hrancht^s of archiEohigical acti¬ 
vity, "We may fortunsitoly look to improvomant, when the Prinoo of Wales’ 
ItuM^um at Bombay will be ready, in which it is boi>ed proper jm*v»ion will 
Im made for an arahicological aection representative of W^csteru India and 
placed under eaporl management. A Board of Trustees which includes the 
Superintendent of Arcbmology has been constituted. It is understood tlfit 
tho collection of antiquiticit preaarved in the Superlntendonf» office at Poona 
will be made over to the Prince of Woles' Museum. Tbe jVjchjeologicid 
section of the Victoria and ^Ubert Mnsenm at Bombay is very poor. It w 
reported that in the couiau of the year this Most^um lost its collection of gold 
coins bv thfsft. Further particulars are not available, but it may servo tvs a 
warning not to exhibit valuables without proper precautiotis being taken for 
their safety. In tbe laiac of coins, it deserves rocomiuendatiou to exhibit 
only electTOtyiied imitations, tho originals Iming kept in a safe or strong 
room. 

11. The moat vuJualde acquisition made in the course of the year was that 
of the important coUeetion of gems brought together by the lute Colonel 0. Q. 
Pcarae. It was purebaaed by the Govertmont of India at a coat of E3.90O, 



nd Las bcfin deposited in the Indian Mnseum, Calcutta. It ie hoped tlift t it 
will ahortij"he po®ible to make proper atTungcioeiits for its csbibition. Besides, 
a Gonsidemfde number of ancient coim were acquired for the Calcutta Muaeum, 
ncludin^ Mughal coins which were purchsscfd for fi3.,0Q8 ftom the BaliawaJpur 
State. The collection of Tibetan antiquities brought to^^'tber by Mr, A. K. 
Francke in the course hts lour in Indhui Tibet will also bo placed in the 
Calcutta Museum. The Delhi Museum of Ai'chmology was enriched with some 
rohes and jewellery once in the possession of Zinat Mahnll B^am the wife of 
Bahadur Shah, the last kiug of D elhi. Among other objects T mention same 
nndont Mughid paintings and an autograph of General Nicholson. The 
collection of coins relating to the different dynostios ^hicb once ruled at Delhi 
was complof;t4 with tbn assistance of Mr. 11. B. Whitehead, I.C.S. The 
archoeological section of the Hitdxas Museum was augmented by certain copper 
plates purchased by Mr. Eca for B30. For the Foona Museum also some old 
pictures and coins were obtained throiu^h Mr. Consens. The Mathura Museum 
collection was again increased witli a number of sculptures and inscriptions 
acquired locaEy by Pandit Batlha Krtsbna. Th® total espendituro on the 
ptiTcliase of antiquities amounted to filQ.TOO. 

12. Eegaiding Treasure Trove acquisitions Uie foilowuig information has 
been received. In the Fan jab 202 coins were exa mined, the great bulk heing 
Mughal silver ooluh. Of these a number of 109 were distributed among various 
Mtiseoma. In Ajmer 257 medimval coins w'eru esamiued. The Asiatic Society 
of Bombay reported on 739 coinsi, out of which 121 were distributed. In the 
Central Provinces 1,606 {jams were examined, and 994 out of the number were 
acquired for different mneeums. In Madras, besidics a small collection of coins, 
a gold roliqnary from Amamvati was acquired, some copper and bronze images, a 
copper treasui*e chest containing jewels for idols, and two copper plates of the 
19th century. Among tho coins there ate two Boman silver coins, which were re¬ 
ceived from the Collector of Coimbaturc. One appears to be u coin of Quintus 
Cassius Longinus (60 B.C.) and the other which is veiy much worn appears to 
be one of Augustus. 

13. In last year’s report mention was made of the discoTOiy of an Lm- 
portant inscription on a stone column at Bfenngor in Gwalior State. II records 
that this pillar was erected by one Heliodoros, the son of Dion who calls himself 
a Bhagavata (t. e., a worahipper of Krishna) and came from Taxiia iu the Pan jab 
m an arubassatbr of King AntialkMas. After this interestmg discovery Mr 
Maiahall was anxious to carry on some excavation on the site which is knowu 
to be that of the ancient city of Vidi^a, Tho Gwalior DarbAr, however, 
preferred to have the work done by one of the State officials, the results of whesv 
diggings have just been made public. Mr. Marshall had to fall back on the 
ancient site of fihita near Allaha bad which is that of a country town without 
any recorded history. The town, however, ceased to exist during the Gupta 
period and the comparatively early ilate of the surface remains has made it 
possiblo to reach strata of a remoter Indian eiviliaation than have hitherto been 
accessible to the spade. Mr. ilaj'shnlTs explorations throw much light on the 
domestic arehitocturo of tlmt early period and Iiave yielded numerous minor 
notiquities, such aa iuBcribed sealings and well-preserved term-cottns, some of 
nvhich appear to he pre-Mauiyun. 

14. The discovery of the roUc-tasket of King Kanishka in a tumulus near 
Peshawar has becu one of the most remarkable of lost yea’s ri.>sulta. Ti le 
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TcUcs transferred in a new golden caekot were made orer to a deputation of 
Buiracse Buddbista E. the ViccToj and it h understood that they will 

he worthily enshrined in a new Pagoda at Kandalay. Fnrthor exploration of 
^lahji'ki-dhori, the moniid in which the casket was found, had to he postponttd 
Owing to claims haring licen raised hy tlie ovrncr of tire site which liad to be 
settled by litigatirm. Br. Spooner, therefore, resumed excavation at Sahri 
Bahlul which in 1907 >f)8 had yielded such valuahle finds. In the present year 
the results achieved proved not less satisfactory. Dr. Spooner unearthed a 
largo number of Graeco-Buddhist sculptures of a very superior dasa, including 
some new scenes of Biitidlia*^s Life and a senes of J s takas . Dia fnids include a 
Sassaninn lulTcr coin* 

la. In the Korthem Circle no esplorntion was done owing to my absence 
on leave, with the exception of the discovery of stray sculptun;s ami insertp- 
tionB made at Mnltra (Mathurd) by P/uidit Hadlia Krishna. These have all 
been placed in the local museum. With reference to the mscriliol pieces, it 
is noteworthy that the majority belong to the reign of the Kushnna King 
Hiivishka. The Pandit's discoveries also bear out the fact that side by side with 
Buddhism and Jainism there flourished m ancient Mathura the popular cults 
of the Kagas and the Tatshas, In the Eastern Circle no works of exploration 
irere nmlertaken owing to the lamented death of Dr. Bloch which occurred in 
the beginning of the cold season, 

16, In the Western Circle the moat notable work of research was the ex¬ 
cavation of a Buddhist Stvpa at Mirpnr Kfaaa in Sind which resulted in the dis¬ 
covery of a gold reUquary and terra-cotta Buddha figures of esceUant workman- 
ship. Mr. Conaena has arrived at the conclttsion that in the early centuries 
of the Christian era, the ptevaiUng religion of Sind was Bnddhkiu. In tile 
Southern Circle Mr. Rea continued his excavation of the Buddhist site of 
Eamatirihan, Tixagapatam district, and imearthod several more buildings, 
chiefly ehaitj/tn, and long tows of cells for the accommodation of tlie monks. 
Mr. Taw Sdn Ko conducted ©xcavations at the Singyidaing Pagoda, Eauthon- 
rindaungand the Atwin Moktaw Pagoda at Hroawaa and at rathemyo, 5 
miles to the east of Promo. 

Mr 1. K. 17* I'or a special work of research in tcrritonios bordering on Tibet the 

Goveriunent of India have been fortunate in securing the services of the 
uaiio Tiiet. Tibetan scholar, the Rev. A. H. Prauake^ cf the Mom\dan MlssioiL 

During the months of June-Noveniber Mr. Prancke mode an exUnaivc tour 
of exploration through the Indo-Tihetan frontier districts of Bashahr (Kanawar), 
gpiti, Rubshu, and Ladakh, La the course of which he collected. vuJuabhi 
epigrapbical material bearing on the history of those legioni. Among the 
many important discoveries mode by ilr. Prancko I widi only to nieution 
that of the key to the script ia.«€id in the seal of the Dalai Lama which had 
hitherto pnxxled Tibetan scholaia. Iti. Frantdce was aocompioiiiod on his 
• tour by Babu Pindi Lai, photographer attached to the Frontier Cirde, who 

brought back one hundred and sixty excellent photographs showing views, 
^ buildings and antiquities of those little frequented mountain tracts. The 

nature of the country made the task of Mr, Prancke and of his assistant a 
Tory arduous one, but reanlts of nnusual interest have rewarded their labours. 
I wish here to give expreasion to my gratitude to the Moravian Mhsion Board 
for thus gcnerouBly pladng Mr. Pnmcko'a involuabie servioes at the disposal 
of this Depaitmoni 
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10. ^ Tlio insciiptionfi copied or brouglit to liglit diirltLg the period under ipiirrapkiT 
review number about 1,120. Xhia uuiuber ia the iii^'^hest on rcoord and is 
accountod for by the Muhammculan iuiscriptioiisi which have gone up to 20S. 

19. In the Frontier Circle, the eitcoyQtiorts at Sahri BaYdol vieTded. a 
certain num1)cr of jmtslienbi inaeribed in Kliarfcihthi characters, A Perainn 
epitrraph of the time of ^nh Jahan was disoovered by Minn Wasa-ud-Din in a 
moeque in Peshawar city. It is dated in A. H. 1039 (A, tl. I02t>) and records 
the building of a bridge near that town, 

20. In the Jforthem Circlo, Paudit It ft film Krishna has continued his 
labours on behalf of the ^lathura Museum with imdiminished enthusinsm and has 
acquired a eonsldemblc uumlier of inscribed sculpturea. Ten inscriptions have 
been copied, of which nine belong to the Kushana period and rungo in date 
from tbu year 31 to the year 04. Four are of the time of Huvishka and the 
one dated in the year 84 belongs to tlmt of Vasudevo, Dr. Vogel has found 
additional proof of the prevalence of Niija worship in ancient Mathura in an 
inscribed statnette which waa being worshipped, as Dau'jl, * e.. Balder in a 
temple in the city of Mathura. Tlio inscription is dated in the vear 52 nwl 
shows that the slatuette was made during the reign of 'Huvishta. It is 
only twelve years Jat-er than the Chhai’g^n N^ga statue set up in the 
year 40 and in the reign of the same ting. At Mora, Dr. Vtigel has found the 
remains of a building with considerable fragmonts of imiigca iu the Kushona 
style w'hich belong apparently to four standing figures, Ibreo inalo and one 
female. He connects these fragments with the " images of the five heroes ” 
mentioned in (lie Mura inscription of the Great Batrap Baju^vula. In tius 
case, the ioscription on the female figure, dated during the reign of irurif<Lkat 
would show tliat BAjuvuta and his son were not indejsendent rulcra of Mathura, 
but governors under the Kushana king Huvishka, provided the two records are 
eon tern pomneous. 

21. In the Archmological Surveyor's section Manlvi Muhammad Bhu’aib 
has copied siity-one Muhammodan insirlplions and Mr. Zafar ITnmtn, the 
Government of India Bchclar, one hundred nritl forty-four. One of the former 
found ftt Hanst in the Hissar District (PaujSb) is dated in A. H. 593 (A.D. 

1197) during the reign of Sbahabud-din. Ghorl and ts one of ilio oldf^ 
MmsalmAn inscriptions in India. Another in the Purina Qila' (ludrapat) near 
Delhi records tliat “ 12 highas of land with a puccA w'ell near the Qila^ Kuhna " 
were bought and n “ temple of Shri Kristina BhagwAn. was erected," The 
income of tiie land was to be spent on tiie lempio, 

22. In the Postern Circle, duplicate esfatnpagcs were taken of aU tho 
remaining inscriptions at the otd stone temple of Markauda lllshi at tho village 
of Marknntli in the Central Provinces. Aji estampogc has also been prepared 
of tho big Sirpur inscription now in the IlAipur Museuu). 

23. In tlic WoRtern Circle, impressions have been taken of forty-two 
inscriptioiis. Ono of them found at Cbitsu in Jaipur State, which Uiough not 
dated, cannot be later than the tenth century A.D,, gives on account of on 
entirely new Gnhila dynasty. It records the erection of a temple of 
Murari by the Guhila king Baladitya in memory of Ids dead queen 
Kftttava, daughter of the Chahamana king Sivaraja. At Jiun^Ata (Jaipur State) 
tho date V, E, 1162 has been found for the imperial CbahamAna

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PrithFlraja L and V. E. 1190 for Amroja of the sajne dyuasty. Tiie earliest 
iascriptioD discorered in the Western Circle during tho lost field sensoa was 
found at SakrAi, not far from Jinmdta. Tbo date is Sathvat 87D and the 
1 ascription records the rebuilding of a Manti 0 pa hy certain mercbants in front 
of the goddess §aak^ who is now called Salcnnibhari, 

24. In the Southern Circle, 7S9 inscriptions liare been copied hy the Assist* 
ant Superintendent, of wMcb six are cn|iper>plates and the rest stone mseriptions. 
Tlie earliest of all tlio inscriptions diacoivored hy tlio Department during the 
year arc from Southern India where two more caverns with rock-cut beds and 
Brnhiui epijjtnphs were brought to light In the iLidura Ditttrlct. An arciiaic 
stone inscription from Olakkur in the South ArcoL District 3&G of 1009) 
furnished the namo of a hitherto unknown king (or chief), Prithi'ri-TTta- 
papkura Adiyaraiyau who probably belonged to the Eallava family. Another 
Pallava Wing is Dontiuanilivarman known from an inscription at Tirarejlapii 
neat Trichinopaly who dkima to belong to the Hrahmukshatia family. Of the 
copixir-platei, one is datwl in A.D. 674 and belongfl to the reign of the TTestern 
Chalukva king VikTamiidityn I. It proves that he advance;! as hir south ns the 
banks of the river KavM in his expedition against the Pallavas of KaBchi. 
.Another copperplate gRint belongs to the Eastorn Chalukya king Amma- 
raja H- (A.D. 61S-70). Its historical portion is almost identify with tJiot 
of the Mahiyapiindi grant (.Ejo. Jhd., Vol. IX, pp. 47*56). Tho Bezw'ada inscrip¬ 
tion of Yuddhamalhi ii an interesting ancient Telugu record in verse which 
may be assigned to the flth century A-D. It shows t!i«t literaty Telugu 
flourished even before the time of the earliest known Telugu work composed in 
the 11th century A.D. It is worthy of note that a portion of this inscription 
has to be read from the bottom upwards. The remainiirg ineedpHons of the 
Southern Circle belong to the Pallava, Qahga-Palla'va, Ch&la, Pinilya, Weatem 
Clialukya, 3mkat!ya, Hoysafa and lljaynnagara dynasties and to the kings of 
Ivohgu. Among tho minor families represented in the cuUcction for 19U9'I6 
nre the Ummatfir chiefs, the Xayakas of Maduro, the mlimi of Ilyiiorc, the 
Ectldis of Kondavidu and the Qfltbahithis of Golkoiida, 

25. In Burma ustam^iages of fifty-three inacriptiouM were procured from 
the Promo, Rangoon, Pegu, Magwe, TlmjTitmyo and. Sagaing districts. Of 
these, twenty-six arr in the Talaing language, while the rest are in Burmese 
dating frtimthe 12th and later centurica of the Christian era. 

fiurrej 26, In eonuoction with Dr. 8|)otiner*s excavations, a complete survey of the 

(imwiiig'i. Bidilol site was made liy Mr. A. J, Wilson, lute of the Survey of India.

Mr. Longhnrst 
had eleven drawings made relating to monuments in the Centrul Provincai. 
Sm tn more drawings of the Mandalay Palace were made and the entire set 
was expected to be completed ty tlic end of J une 1910. 

Cunum^o- 27, The Only cases of ooiitiavention of standing orders are reported from 

Burma. It appears that some damage was done to the outermost walls of the

former inataBce the injury was due to Public Works Department ' coatmetors 
and in the latter to treasure hunters. After a personal iuspootloiii the local 
Superintendent made a report to the Deputy Couiraissioncr, Sagaing. who issued 
orders to proTcnt further Tandalism. lathe same locality, the dreuit walls of 
certain historical monasteries were broken down in tbe course of repairs to the 
Sandamaui Pagoda. 

28. In the course of his cold winter tour Mr, HaTshall visited Peahawar, Tw.. 
Delhi, Agra, Ajmer, Cbitorgarh, Eran, Calcutta, Bankipore, Mau, Bhikna, 
Pauchpahari, Benares, Ahababad, Muttra.

29, The Archseologieal Reporla publLsheel during tite y(-ar under review 
oonipriso the Annual Keport, Part I, for 1907*03, and Part II for 1900-06 and 
1906-07, eight Proviucml Beports and Paris VII—V III of Voliime IX and 
Parts 1—IV of Volume X of tbe Epiffraphta Indica, Two illustrated mono¬ 
graphs wore brought out, namely Paltana Arofiiiceiure by Mr. Alexander Rea 
and Akbft/^ Tomb, Sika/idarab by the late Mr, Edmund TV. Smith. Tb€se two 
important works form volumts XXXIV and XXXV, tospectiT(.dy, of the Im¬ 
perial Series of Archmologiciil Survey Eeports. The volume on Akbar's Tomb 
wa.s edited by Mr. Marshall with the aid of Mr. Nicholls and Dr Horovitz 
from papers and notes left by ttwj late ilr. Eilmund Smith, It is gnttifyuin. 
to mention in this connection tliat the G<wcrunient of India have sanctioneil 
the publication of seveuty-six plates containing one hundred find sixteen 
coloured drawings rehiting to tile mosaics ou thv. Lahore Port, It has liecn 
decided that the plates will be preliminarily published in five consecutive num¬ 
bers of the Journal of Indian Art and afterwards as a Keport of the Archajologi- 
cal Survey, The cost of puhlicution bos been estimated at £350- 

30, In the course of the year the Central Library was augment^ by mr^f. 
some 650 volumes, of which some 250 were obtainod either by exchange or 

free and the rest purchased. 1 he hooks acquired by purchoso include some 
valuable works relating to classical ardiaioltigy such as Conrad Cichorius, 

Die Reliefs tier Trtsiones^nie fBotlin 18SWi-10OO). Petersen, Domaszewski and 
Caldecini, Bk Marcumdt^le (Munich 1896). Hermauji Thiersch, Pharos Anfike 
(Leipzig and Berlin 1009) and Theodor Sebreiber, Bk ReUenhfisehen 
RelUfbilder (Leipzig 1889-91). The Eszanfinkehe Zeihehr^ft, of which 
volumes I—X and XVlII were obtained, is another im^jortanl flcquirition. An 
arrangement was made with the Paoini Omce, .Ulahabad, for the exebango 
of pubiications, 

31. Tbe Department has suffered a great loss by the death of Dr. T. 

Biodi which occurred on the 20th October 1909. During the nine years he 
was ooanectctl with the surrey he has carried on valuable research work, the 
results of which published in Reports and Oriental Journals bear testimony 
to bis wide knowledge of Indian antiquities ami languages. Dr. M. A. Stein 
was appointed to succeed as Superintendent of the Eastom Circle, but as he 
was on special deputatbu in England, Mr. A, H, Longhurst was selected to 
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ofEciftte in and had to return from the Panjib where he was then acting 

for me oa Superintendent of the Northern Circle, He joined on the 
tiOth November, having left Pandit Hirananda in cliarge of the I/abore Odice 
from 24,th November till 3rd January 1010 when I returned from combinod 
leave. 

32. Py Home Department letter No. 31, of the ISth January 1910, the 

Government of India sanctioned the appointment of an Assistant Superintend' 
eni, Ajfchffiological Survey, on a pay of H300—^2S—600 a month, to be 
attached to thia oMce, to enable the Director General to depute front time to 
time either the officer in question or another member of his office staff to assist 
in the snpervision of the archieologtcal section of the Indian Pandit 

' >• Daya Bam Sahni was selficted for the post which was to bo a gasretted one. 
Baba Bakhal Das fianerjee was appointed to^ succeed Paodtt Daya Bam as 
Excavation Assistant on a pay of^H£00“10—260 per mensem and it was decided 
that the services of the former would he placed at the disposal of the Trustees 
of the Indian Museum, pending a final decision on the question of transferring 
the arcluBologicai section of the Museum to this Department. 

33. Pandit Naiesan Alyar and Maulvi Zafar naaan continued to hold 
the Government of India archaeological scholarships for Sanskrit and Arabic- 
Persian respectively.
